ANTI-TUBERCULOSIS WORK 


OF RED CROSS SOCIETY

Public Meeting Held in Association 


Hall on Monday Evening 


The Red Cross society's public anti- 


tuberculosis meeting 
for Portsmouth 


was held in Young Men's Christian As- 
sociation hall 
on . Monday evening. 


Mayor Adams presided. 
Between 75 


and 100 listeners were 
present 
and- 


showed a deep interest. 


The speakers were from Boston, Jlr. 


JCreusi of the Massachusetts local com- 
mittees, and Mrs. Duryea of the Red 
Cross Society. 


Mr. Kreusi presented 
the 
general 


subject and explained the work of tu- 
berculosis suppression as It is carried 
on in Portsmouth. 


Mrs. Duryea gave a detailed acocunt 


of the class method of home treat- 
ment, -which has been so successful the 
last three years under the leadership 
of Dr. Joseph H. Pratt, in connection 
with the Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital. 


The audience began to realize that 


the white plague is a formidable, and 
one which demands eternal vigilance 
in opposition. It was described as the 
greatest enemy that the human race 


has ever known, the enemy that will 
exterminate the race unless itself is 
exterminated. This as asserted to be 
possible. 


Agressive methods which have been 


used for the last ten years have re- 
duced the mortality from this disease 
by one-half. 


Col. George B. Laighton, the chair- 


man of the New Hampshire branch of 
the Red Cross, with his advisers, has 
determined to put the class method of 
treatment before the people of 
New 


Hampshire for two excellent^reasons. 
It is as successful as any treatment 
known, showing results equal to those 
obtained in the best sanatorium, and 
it is more economical. 


It has six distinct advantages—suc- 


oess, economy, the patient has the ad- 
vantage of recovery in his own cli- 
mate and home, has all the appliances 
for a hygienic life, he continues out- 
door sleeping and cold baths after his 
recovery', and he is less likely to have 
a relapse than if cured in a sanator- 
ium.

Speaker Cannon said that in sug- 


gesting the reference he did he had in 
mind the present conditions of the 
house, only four committees 
having 


been appointed, of ,-whicli the com- 
mittee on insular affairs was not one. 


A. long argument ensued over the 


right of the speaker to override the 
rules, and ended with a motion. Isy 
Garret that the speaker be "directed 
forthwith to appoint a committee on 
insular affairs to consider the mes- 
sage." 


The vote disclosed hut 105 memhers 


present, far 
short 
of 
a. 
quorum, 


whereupon Mr. Payne moved an ad- 
journment, remarking as he did so. 
that he hoped a quorum would he 
present when the house next met. 


In opposing the appointment of the 


insular affairs committee the Repub- 
lican leaders indicated their intention 
of adhering to the policy of permitting 
no legislation at the present session 
but that which they deem urgent or 
which the president recommends. 


The introduction and consideration 


of a Porto Rican bill will not neces- 
sarily affect the program o£ the lead- 
ers, as it does not open up any new 
channels to members who desire to 
have other legislation considered at 
this time. - 


It is believed that the house will 


pass the Porto Rican bill while waiting 
on the senate's action on the tariff 
bill and senators say that they see no 
objection to its consideration by the 
senate after it disposes of the tariff. 
There is no disposition in either body 
to enter upon a program of general 
explanation during the present extra 
session. 


President Taft's 
special message 


recommended legislation at the pres- 
ent extra session amending the I-'ora- 
Uer act under which Porto Rico is 
governed. 
The president directs the 


attention of congress to affairs on the 
island, laying particular stress on 
what he terms a "situation of unusual 
gravity"' developed through ths failure 
of; the legislative assembly of Porto 
Rjco to pass the usual appropriation 
bills, leaving the island without sup- 
port aft^r June 30 next.

generosity of the United States, the 
president says, in the desire .of cer- 
tain of the island's political leaders 
for power, and he adds that the pres- 
ent situation indicates that the United 
States has gone too fast in the ex- 
tension of political power to the Porto 
Kicans.

Mrs. Boyle threw 


her arms around her husband's neck 
and kissed him. 
She sa.id: "\Ve must 


take it the- best we can." 


The prisoners then shook hands and 


the matron escorted Mrs. Boyle from 
the room. When she reached the cor- 
ridor she burst into tears and asked 
to be permitted once again to see her 
husband. 
This request was granted 


and she again kissed and embraced 
Boyle. 
The 
man 
maintained 
his 


silence and had nothing to say. 


During the trip here from Mercer, 


where they left late Monday, after- 
noon, the kidnappers spent most of 
the time in quiet -conversation to- | 
gether. 
They discussed the sentence, 


which they alleged was unjust, iiucl 
asked what steps they would have to 
take to get a review of the case and 
how to see an attorney. 


Boyle and his wife sat together and 


held each other's hands during the en- 
tire journey here from the scene o!' 
their trial. 


Sheriff Chess said he was glad to 


get the prisoners out of his custody 
because he was afraid they would he 
successful in their announced inten- 
tion to commit suicide. 
The sheriff 


said that he believed Boyle intended 
to kill his wife and then commit sui- 
cide with tho razor the sheriff found 
in. the kidnapper's tie. 
Neither pris- 


oner would deny this. 


It has been decided, so far as Mrs. 


Boyle is concerned at least, that no 
appeal will be asked for. 
At firs; 


she contemplated appealing to the 
superior court in the hope of obtain- 
ing her freedom on another trial. Bui 
it was discovered that even should 
she be liberated she would be returned 
to Ohio for trial, and that while hoi- 
maximum 
sentence 
there 
on 
one 


charge would be but twenty years, 
there was another on which she might 
receive five years additional and she 
would be allowed no time off for good 
behavior. 
When this was compared 


with the fifteen years she would have 
to serve here after making allowance 
for good conduct, it was decided not 
to appeal. 


Sensations followed each other thick 


and fast Monday. The severity of the 
sentence appalled Mercer, where it 
was pronounced, and surprised many 
elsewhere, who had not anticipated 
the extreme limit, of the law. 
Then 


came a sensational scene in the court 
room, when both prisoners collapsed 
and bad i.o ba carried from the room-. 


Hardly had they reached iheir cells 


when it became public that the woman 
took poison Sunday night and narrow- 
ly, escaped death at her own hand, anri 
that a razor had been found concealed 
in I'oylc's clol.liing. 


Before this thrill had lost its force, 


Boyle gave out a statement implicat- 
ing Harry Forkcr, brother of Mrs. 
Whitla, in the kidnapping case. 
In 


Mercer and Sharon the story does not 
seem to be generally credited and as 
the district attorney puts liitlt,- fait!; 
in it. there ia little likelihood of any 
iormal action in the matter. 


Wilh the trial over, the prisoners 


safe in thoir prison colls and the «tory 
of another participant in the kidnap- 
ping apparently officially discredited, 
the famous "Billy" Whitla kidnapping 
case seems'to be at an end.

The films ara 
taken by an ordinary Urban Bioscope camera, fitted with a,prismatic 
screen or color filter. This screen or niter divides all the colors of the. 
spectrum into two groups—one ranging through white and yellow, thea 
orange and scarlet, to the darkest reds; the other, through white and 
yellow again, to green, blue-green, blue, violet and Indigo, to black. 
The resultant film though to all appearances an ordinary monochrome 
or black and white production, becomes senslfic again to the color fil- 
ter, when run through the projector and. shown upon the sheet 


The special film used is the invention of the designer of this new 


method, Mr. G. Albert Smith, and is sensitive to all spectrum colors. 
The inventor was helped by what is known as "persistence of vision." 
So, although the image Is projected in green rays and red alternately, 
the eye has not time to mark the change, but imagines the two pic- 
tures to be superimposed.

Done Every Four Vears as a Bacla 


foij Rjiilfoad Contracts. 


The railroads are paid for carrying 


the mails on the basis of a contract 
running four years. 
Once during 


this period additional men are put 
on the mall cars, whoso duty is to 
weigh all mail received and delivered 
at each station. 


The figures thus received are as- 


sumed to represent an average of 
the amount of mail carried on that 
route, and become the basis of the 
contract. 
Four years later a new 


I'i'riod of weighing Is begun, and the 
contract is revised in accordance with 
the new -figures. 


The United States Is divided into 


four contract districts, says System, 
and the weighing is carried on sim- 
ultaneously in all parts of a district. 
The following year some other dis- 
trict is weighed, and thus the cir- 
cuit of the country Is -covered in the 
four year period. 


Each 
district 
contains 
several 


weighing divisions.
